The Mobile County Commission met in regular session in
the Government Plaza Auditorium, in the City of Mobile,
Alabama on Monday, April 11, 2022, at 10:00 a.m. The
following members of the Commission were present: Connie
Hudson, President, Randall Dueitt and Merceria Ludgood,
Members. Also present were E. Edwin Kerr, Deputy County
Administrator/Clerk of the Commission, Jay Ross, County
Attorney, and W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer.
President Hudson chaired the meeting.
